Xo raee that is contested liy tliorouKhhreds in 
the T'liited States possesses a tithe of the seiiti- 
meiit which attaches to the Futurity. It has done 
more to iierpetiiate the blooded horse than any 
other race ever off<*red. Ilesicned on the broudi-st 
and most liberal lines by the Coney Island .lockey 
Cluh in IKS.", it was a success from its inception, 
the original ninniiig in 1^88 briiieing out a field 
of fourteen starters, with the value of the prize 
reaehiiiK the then iiiiheard of total of $45,000. 

Janies (J. K. Lawrence, the secretary of the or- 
ganization, wlio was a keen student of riudiiK and 
a natural InM-sewau to Isiot, was resuous ible for 
the race. There wen* i>rediet ions of failure when 
the initial appeal was made to the breeders of the 
coiiiitr.v, it beiiiK a new idea to noniinate the prod- 
uce of mares instead of the individual. 

There were so man.v savins clauses in the condi- 
tions, however, that the race won instant favor, and 
tile response was as snoiitaneoiis from the owner of 
a siiisle mare as from the millionairt* with hundreds 
of matrons in his blue srass paddiH-ks in Kentucky 
or the alfalfa fields of California, ilr. Lawrence 
made it a condition that no ft>e should be jiaid in 
case a foal was born dead, nor was there an ob’i- 
sation if a mare dropped twins or was barren. 
Siiecial weight allowances were conceded to the 
priKluce of untried sires and dams or those that had 
failed to prisluce winners. 

Ill addition there was a cash bonus to the nomi- 
nators of the first three, the total of $1.7.50 iMdiig 
divided into three premiums of $1.(MH). $.5<K» and 
$L’.50 resjiectively. The permission to transter an 
entry was a still further appeal, and breeders, 
realizing that their yearlings would have an en- 
hanced value if nominated to the rich prize, gave 
the race their solid support. 

' FUTURITY OF OLDEN DAYS. 

It was around the Futurity that the Cone.v Island 
•liK'key Club built up much of its prestige and it was 
the iM'st advertised race ia the T’nited States. AVhen 
this organization abandoned its Slieepsiiead Hay 
home some years ago the Futurity was kept alive 
and was decided in IttKt and 1013 at Saratoga. 

Tiieii .August Helmont. representing the West- 
chester llacing .Association, secured pi-rinission to 
give not only it but those other Cone.v Island stakes, 
the Siibiirhiiti and the I..awretice Kealizat ion, at the 
splendid course which bears his name, and the 
thousands which formerly joiirneyi'd to tlie track 
b.v the sea an- now whirled from the heart of New 
York or Ilrisikl.vii in half an hour to a most modern 
jdntit — a striking contrast to the early days of the 
event, when every manner of vehicle with the 
exception of the automobile was employed to make 
the trip, which eveh by train t<s>k an hour and a 
half or more, (tone are the indato fields and mead- 
<iws of Flatlands an<l (Jreenfield. but the memory 
of the days are fragrant with the <dd- timers. , 

The first Futurity was won by Sam Hryant’s 
white-faced gelding I’roctor Knott, which had cost 
the tall Kentiu-kian but a few bundnsl dollars. The 
big chestnut was ridden b.v a diniinulive negro 
named I’ike Harnes and defeated by a neck Sal- 
valor, the pride of the copper king, J. 15. Ilaggin. 

ALWAYS RICH IN INTEREST, 

Thus at the outset the event was fraught 
with interest. For an outlay of a few hundred 
dollars an unsexed son of I.uke Hlackburn had 
brought his owner a competency for life. There 
was a rush to make nominations for future run- 
nings. From the $45.(t(KI of I'roctor Knott the race 
grew to $77,0(10 in ispo, when the Itelmont jiair. 
Fotomac and JIasIier, homebreds from the famous 
Nursery Stuil, tinislicd first and second. It was a 
fitting close to the racing career of tiie great man 
whose iM-rsonality was one of the strongest ele- 
ments in the government of the turf of that period. 

With Mr. Hclmont’s death came the dispersal of 
Ills stud, and His Highness, by The 111 Csed — 
I’rincess. b.v King Tom, fell to the bid of llavid 
(lidcon for $3,000. This colt won tlie Futurity of 
ISOl, which was wortli $73.0(K). Tlie following year, 
Murcllo, which had l>e« n sidd as a .vearling for 
$11K). was the vi<-tor, and the breeders of the coun- 
try, realizing that there is no imteiit right on 
8i*eed, launched out still more Isddl.v and the race 
became of international imiiortance. Canada car- 
ried off the honors with Martimus in the colors of

SIRES OF THE YEAR WHICH HAVE ONE OR MORE 
WINNING TWO-YEAR-OLDS TO THEIR CREDIT, 

With Celt the Leader 



AYith the racing campaign of 1919 well past its mei^dian it follows that the great majority of two- 
year-olds of tlie year have started. The accounts of the sires of winning youngsters have, in the main, 
taken the form in which they will stand at the end of the year. Of course additions, a considerable num- 
Is-r in the aggregate, will la* made before 19l!0 drives 1919 into tin* past. It may be that some really 
high-class new ones will l>e revealed in the important autumn racing yet to come. If so. they will be 
welcome additions to our three-yeur-old pros|a-cts for ne.xt year. So far the now dead sire felt has a 
substantial lead witli eleven winning two-year-olds to his credit, none of which is among the stars of 
the year, but nearly all of which are well worth owning. Celt’s la-st are fillies and the same thing is 
true of Hrisimstick, wliich is second to him with seven winners. Helmet, The Manager and AVrack are a 
gi-oiip of tliree with six winners eu<-h. Wrack making a good showing with his first crop of two -year -obis. 
'I’liose witli live each are (hddeii Maxim, Ormondale, Sea King and Von Troiiip. .Among the ten with four 
winners eiu h is Luke McLiike with tlie star and unlH-atcn lilly Cotton Hlossom. I'ourteeii sires show- 
three winners eac-li and among them is Fair I’lay with the c-hanipion colt Man o’ War, I’eter I’an with 
I’.ie cra<-k lill.v I’anoply and Whisk Hroom II. with tin- sturdy <-olt Cpset. In the big list with only one 
winner each Hlack Tone.v stands out consiiicuously b.v reason of the great excelh-ii<-e of his daughter Miss 
Jemima. Here is a <-oniplete list of our tw-o-year-olds whicli have won ra«-es, grouped under their sires 
and giving their rei-ords to the <-nd of .August:

There was no action taken b.v the stewards. Valor's 
rider not entering a claim of foul. 

Mary Hclle repeated her victory of Saturday hy 
wiiiniiig the fifth race from Miss Kruter and Miss 
Hryn. It was due to the strong finish ridden l).v 
T. Itowan in the closing strides that won tlie 
verdict for the Winfrey racer, ns tlie mare appeared 
beaten twenty yards from the finish. laidy Dorotliy, 
(pioted at odds-on, was never prominent in the 
raee.

WAYS OF THE WOLVES 

Wolves are about as wise as any anitiinl that runs 
the wililerness nnil each year that civilization rn- 
eroaehes c.n them sees them wiser, for they must 
learn Ix-tter ways of self-protection or perish. 
Nowadays timber wolves are scarce except in the 
far North, where tliey still tlirive and hunt in packs 
during cold weatlier just as tliey always have. 

In tlie wilder regions of the Rooky Mountain 
country they are still fairly numerous and in the 
interior of the Olympic Mountains in AA’ashingtim 
they are a menace to the lierds of Roosevelt elk 
that live in this region and nowhere else in tlio 
world. 

In the old bulTalo days a large gray wolf ranged 
all over tlie idains, following tlie buffalo lierds in 
their niigratioiis. This wolf was even larger and 
more powerful tlian the tiinl«*r wolf. I saw one 
of tliese tliat liail been killed in AVyoniing many 
years ago early in the fall when he was in prime 
eondition. 'This siieeinien measured six feet six 
inelies from tin to tip and was aliout average size 
for a large male. A more powerfully nuisiTeil 
beast I never saw and one glance at the skinned 
holly showed plainly why these wolves had no dif- 
ficulty in nulling down old or wounded hnlTalo, to 
say niitliiiig of stray calves that tliey killed occas- 
siiiiiiilly as easily as they would kill a rabbit. 

These wolves were called “lobo” by the curly 
Siiaiiisli explorers and this iiamc soon became 
"loafer wolf” ill the natois of tlie idaiiisnian and 
by tliat name he has been known ever since, for a 
few of tliein still exist in the Bad lainds. 

'The coyote — proiioiineeil eoy-o-tee — is the little 
brother of these big wolves and is still fairly plen- 
tiful over a wide area west of the Jlississippi River. 
He is more fox-like than wolf-like and is ix-r- 
feetl.v liarniless so far us man is eoneenied, though 
lie is a great thief and as sharpwitted as any fox 
wlieii it conies to robliing an unprotected hen risist. 

Tliey dll a lot of material damage, killing iioultry 
and oeeasionall.v a young nig or sheep for tlie farm- 
ers, so tliey are liuiited and trupiK-d all the time 
everywliere, the net result being to make them 
keener witted. Every coyote lias voice enoiigli for 
ten, and half a dozen of them can make night liid- 
.eiius witli their continuous sercuadiug — and tliey do 
it: 

All the wolf trilie are keen limiters and great 
travelers, ranging for miles over the eimiitry in a 
single night. 'They travel at a swinging trot usu- 
ally, but eaii run like an automobile for miles if 
iieeessary. 

A wolf’s nose is liis Imst friend, for it catclios 
tlie faintest scents in the iiioviiig air and thus tells 
him exactly what is upwind for miles. This makes 
it easy for liiiii to keep far away from aiiytliiiig 
suspicious and it leads liim straight to aiiytliiiig 
goiMl to eat, tlius lie lives rather a Is'ttcr life tlian 
most of till* wilileruoss folk and perpetuates his 
race even in the face of civilization because he usu- 
ally lias time to get away from man and so is 
rarely seen except by the limiter who knows his 
every iiiibit and also bis range. 

He is always suspicious of the man-smiTl and 
takes no cliances, for lie lias learned to associate 
the scent of^mankiud with danger to himself. 'This 
makes him hard to trap and even hard to kill with 
IHiisiin idiieed in small liiaiiis of meat that he can 
swallow at a gulp, and mostly does not swallow at 
all because Ills fear of the man-smell is even 
greater than pressing hunger nowadays. 

AVolves, if midisliirbed and following their nat- 
ural instiiicls, usually hunt in pairs and they do 
some line tioim-work in their limiting, for eaiTl 
liiTps tlie other and backs his play every time, a 
trait tliat enaliles two of tlieni to eatcli and pull 
down a full grown buck lieer without diflieulty and 
usually with only a sliort run. 

'Tlie deer ma.v try to “doulile” or do any of the 
tricks of tlie wilil to get away but, lieeiiuse of the 
wolf teiini-work. he will usually find a pair of 
keeii-fanged jaws read to turn iiiiii liaek, 110 matter 
wliieli iv.iy lie swings from a straiglit line, so he 
usually lieads for tlie nearest lake or river and is 
safe if he gets into swimming water ahead of the 
wolves. 

Winter time wlien the frost makes the trees 
crack like pistol shots and the deep snow provides 
slielter for till' ralitiits and other small fry is fam- 
ine time for the tiuilier wolf. 'Then he hunts in 
packs. Each pack has its lea.ier, who rules tlie 
pack with iron jaw. 

The pack ranges far and wide, traveling all iiiglit 
and pulling down aiiytliiiig tliat is meat for them. 
At sueli times they will attack aiiytliiiig— even 
man — with a rush as tliey come in sight of tlie kill. 

'The only tliing.s that will stop them are quick 
and eontiiiuous siiootiiig or lire. If a man is caught 
oat iiloiie by a large pack his only salvation is to 
btaud Uiciu oR wiUi some mighty gouU lille sliooi-
